Achievements of 
County Schools 


Over WTS at 12:15 p. rn. Mon­ 
day the air lanes carried news of 
educational methods in Cook coun­ 
ty th a t are especially fostered by 
the office of Noble J. Puffer. 
The 
broadcast was in the nature of an 
open forum. The partic:pants were 
some of those, who a few’ minutes 
earlier had taken a part in the 
inauguration of 
Mr. Puffer 
as 
county superintendent of schools. 
Seated around the discussion ta ­ 
ble were David Heffernan, Noble 
J. Puffer, Mr. McVey and County 
Commissioner Ryan. 
The discussion was limited to 
the educational plans of Mr. P uf­ 
fer th at have passed through the 
stage of experim ent and are 
b o w 
definitely a part of the education 
program of Cook county. 
Among 
these are the traveling library, vis­ 
ual education plans in use of radio, 
personnel work, 
and achievement 
work. 
The traveling library, known as 
the bookmobile, was one of the 
first innovations instituted by Mr. 
Puffer 
nearly four 
years ago, 
which has brought good reading in­ 
to many homes and schools which 
previously did not have the oppor­ 
tunity. 
Visual education service in the 
form of educational films, is now 
possible in Gook county schools at 
a relative low cost. The service is 
self supported by the schools who 
subscribe to it. 
Mr. Puffer stated 
that it is being used in practically 
all sections of the county. 
The personnel work under G. C. 
Butler, has been accepted thro u g h ­ 
out the county as of g re at help to 
the 
superintendents 
and 
board ' 
members who are saved a great 
deal of their personal time in in­ 
terview ing 
teaching 
applicants. 
Mr. Butler keeps complete file of 
every applicant who seek employ­ 
ment in Cook county’ schools. 
The county school office is revis­ 
ing 
its 
achievem ent 
program 
along broader lines incorporating 
some new ideas to meet the change 
that has come in the county, giv­ 
ing recognition to the urban com­ 
munities without 
detracting any­ 
thing from the rural schools. 
Mr. McVey told of the use of 
radios in Thornton where there is 
a radio in every class room with 
a m aster control in the principal’s 
office. 
Many schools, stated Mr. 
Puffer, have radios and they are 
proving to he a good supplemental 
tool in the hands of the teachers.

The meeting Monday night 
was the last meeting until Sept. 
5 and it was not a very pleasant 
evening. There was too much bad 
news. 
Finances are rotten, thistles are 
going to seed, and there is plenty 
of trouble brewing at the sewage 
treatm en t plant. 
Meeting squarely the problems 
before them , the board authorized 
the sale of $15,000 tax anticipation 
w arrants, ordered renewed activity 
against thistles and the detective 
bureau will endeavor 
to find out 
w hat garage is allowing grease 
to pass down the sewer and what 
housewife, or housewives are dum p­ 
ing garbage down the sewer. 
As if these troubles were not 
enough, the spectre of the W eller 
Creek again shook its bones anil 
A ttorney Thai was again asked to 
use his best efforts to prevail upon 
the drainage district to clean out 
the dffch before w inter when freez­ 
ing w eather m ight block 
up the 
flow and m ake the treatm ent plant 
inoperative. 
The bad news was not all for

charges

made th at so m e delinquent w ater 
users are financially able to pay 
their w ater hills.

Are Parents Of Arlington Heights 


Doing All They Can For The 
Protection Of Their Children? , 


Official results of summer round 
ups of all elementary schools of 
Arlington Heights show some very 
interesting figures. 
The total number of children 
examined was seventy-five, which 
is a much lower figure than the 
number of children to enter school 
next fall. 
Of the seventy-five children ex­ 
amined: 
55% were found to have carious 
teeth. 
36% had tonsils which needed 
the attention of a physician. 
31% had adenoids which needed 
care. 
20% had enlarged glands. 
79% had not been vaccinated for 
small pox. 
59% had never been immunized 
for diphtheria. 
3% had defective eyes. 
3% had abnormal skin condi­ 
tions. 
5% had incorrect posture. 
12% had flat feet. 
21% had nervous habits. 
The summer round-ups of 1939 
show clearly through the figures 
mentioned above that a large per 
centage of the children who will 
enter school for the first time next 
fall, and who were examined at 
the round-ups, need medical or den­ 
tal attention. 
An amazing i>er- 
centage need vaccination against 
small-pox" 
a n d 
immunization 
against diphtheria. 
The great importance of vac­ 
cination and immunization cannot 
be stressed too strongly. 
Every 
unvaccinated or unprotected child 
is a danger to himself and to all 
the other children in the commun­ 
ity who have not been vaccinated 
and immunized. 
It is hoped that a great major­ 


ity of these children needing care 
will have it before entering school 
in the fall, both for the sake of 
the child who needs attention and 
the children 
with whom such a 
child associates in school. 
All those interested in this pro­ 
gram wish to thank Mr. Schimmel, 
Dr. Prieto, Dr. Dunn and Dr. Bau­ 
man for assisting the P.-T.A. spon­ 
sored round up in the north and 
south schools; Dr. Meisenhemmer 
and Dr. Bestian for their assistance 
in the St. Jam es Catholic school, 
and Dr. Elfeld and Dr.

Public Service Company 
Reports 13 Pct. Increase 
In Use Of Electricity 
I 
That 
householders 
throughout 
northern Illinois are using almost 
13 per cent more electricity than 
they did a year ago is indicated by 
figures released this week by Brit­ 
ton I. Budd, president of the Pub­ 
lic Service Company of Northern 
Illinois which supplies electricity 
and gas to the 6,000 square mile 
area adjacent to Chicago, includ­ 
ing the suburbs and the outlying 
I farm and residential territory. 
Mr. Budd stated that residential 
customers of his company and the 
V;-, 22,000 farm s were now using elec­ 
tricity at the rate of 950 kilowatt- 
* hours a year, which is among the 
highest consumption averages for 
residential users in ^the United 
States. Ten years ago the aver­ 
age use on the same basis was 
I only 574 kilowatt-hours per year. 
I 
This increase, Mr. Budd stated, 


has been due to three factors: the 
lowered rates which are being 
charged for the service, natural 
growth in the use of electricity'in 
the ordinary 
home through 
the 
more general use of electrical ap­ 
pliances, and to the fact that elec­ 
tric lines have been brought to 
all but about 18 per cent of the 
farmers in this area who could 
economically use the service. 
New home building has also been 
an im portant factor in the more 
lucent advances made iii gas and 
electricity sales in the territory 
served by the Public Service Com­ 
pany, according to Mr. Budd.
